HISTORY OF WAT MAHAOHATU 
ny

The monastery which is now called Wat Mahadhatu' or the 
Monastery of the Great Relic was founded at the begiuning of the 
first reign by Mahisurasimbanida, the Siamese second king, ‘The 
founder was the younger brother of the tirst king and had shared his 
fortunes since the days of Ayuthia. In good time they had rallied 
to the cause of Phys Tak and had distinguiahed themslves against 
both internal and external foes, so that royal favours had “heen 
showered upon them. It was the understanding between these two 
brothers which enabled the troubled situation at the end of the reign 
of Phya Tak to be solveil so easily, Thus it was that when the new 
king came to the throne in 1782, he invited his brother to share the 
highest rank with him, as second king Jt was # purely honorary 
title which could not but fail to satiafy the ambition of the younger 
prince: he never ceased to aspire to the succession aml at one time 
Was even in open rebellion against his brother, 

The second king caused a luxurious palace to be built for 
himself on the left bank of the Menam and, in accordance with the 
tradition, in front @ of the palace which the first king was then 
having built, and upstream from it. Between the two palaces and 
facing the river was an ancient monastery called Wat Salk or 
“the Seulptured Monastery", behind whieh stretched a vague 
expanse of land later to be made the site for the cremation of 
royalty. To judge from the remaine of the older buildings which lie 
in the north-west portion of the modern monastery, it was already

Wat Nibbinarima wns chosen as the meeting-place of the 
Couneil, by reason of its position between the palaces of the first and 
the second kings, under whose equal patronage the work was: to be 
marred on.

Afri Sarvajhia, doubtless because of the similarity of its Mandapa to 
that of the famous chapel at Ayuthia, 

On the 12th November 1788, in the middle of the last month

The fiest, which had’ a its president the Sanuharaja, Si, wis wiven 
the tank of revising the Stittantapijaka and held its mustings in the 
Bot. The seeond group, with Phra; Vanaratana, Sikh, the abbot of 
Wat Cri Sarvajia, as its president, dealt with the Vinayapitaka and 
met in the Vihdra The third, whieli met in the Mandapa with 
Phra: Vitnala Dhami as president, was charged with the produe- 
tion of the trae text of the Saddavisexans, The fourth and Inst 
group occupied the hall of prayer and was concerned with the Paramat- 
thapitaka: its president was Phra: Budhirdrya, Pao, the abbot of 
Wat Indariine, who was later joing by Phra: Dhamma Trailoka, 
Xun, of Wat Hamsa ‘The latter had been Sanyharija under Phya 
Tak and was still amder the shadow of the punishment intlieted on 
him, but by the intervention of his suecessor be was ably to obtain 
the royal pardon 56 that he might take part in the work of the 
Council, 

Throughout the period when the Council was sitting, the king 
and the second king went every day, morning and evening, to the 
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monastery. [np the morning, they distributed food to the mouks 
in the Couneil, who gathored together in the long gallery 
to receive the daily offering. In the evening. ab the time of prayer, 
the two kings came again to present candles aud liquid refreshment, 
The foal princes and the officials of the three palnces ") yer alvo 
charged with the earefat maintenance of the Council. 

The revision of He Tripijaka lasted for tive months The 
revised colleetion was:made up of 238 manusertpts in not les than 
3,508 buoilles of palm-loal The king lmd made a copy of this

original Tt consisted of 354 texts, forming 3,086 bundles of palin-leaf, 
The od ges of the letyex in each bundle, as well as the surface of the 
outer loaves, werd covarn with gold, <o that each bumile lovked like 
a bar of gold, This was the * Grand Gijt Edition”, each volume of 
whieh was wrapped in gold brovade aml bounil together with many 
colwnred silks. 

The king distributed gifts among the members of the Council, 
yellow robes to the monks jnd garments to the laity. Then, m 
norortanes with the ritual of religious offering, he sprinkled on ithe 
hands of the Buddha eonserrated water from a golden ewer, while 
vowing that le would see the benetit of his good work extended 
throughout the world, When this-ceremony was finished, the ‘Tri- 
pitaku mantseripta were carried jn royal litters in processiin to Wat 
Phra: Kéo, where they narrowly escaped destruction in the tire 
whieh broke out on the very day they were deposited, 


The Satighurija SI died In 1794 The king chose as his 
sucecsnor the abbot of Wat Cri Sarvajna, Sikh (Sukha ), who bore 
Uw tithe of Phra: Vanaentana and had bien president of that group 
Of the Ninth Council in eharge of the revision of the Vinaya.

Xtipbon and Thilang, During the 
cuupnign he liad a serious attack of nialaria and le vowed that, if 
he recovened, he would take the yellow pobe Accordingly, when 
victory was complete: he returned to Bangkok and entored the mo- 
mastery OF the (rent Relic, where he reninined fora week in the 
yellow robe. 


Ci the 22nd May 1816, the Sanvharija, Sakhi, abbot of Wirt 
Mahidhitn, died. The king chose as his snecessor the abbot of Wat 
Rijapuraia, Mi, who dere the tith of Simdat Phea-Vanaratana. 
He was taken in procession to Wat Mahidhitu in Mareli, 1817, after 
the erumation of his predecessor. “The sew Satgharaja, who was

born on 15th July, 1750, had been made a ductor vither at the end 
of the Ayuthia period or at the very begiming of the Bangkok 
peviod. Shortly after his nomination thers was a great scandal in the 
Chureh, Theew high dignitaries, amongst whom was the Phra: Bad- 
dhaghusiearya of Wat Mahidhitn, were charged with violating their 
vows of chastity in @ particularly tligrant manner, inasmuch as they 
were well known to have several children, They were beought up 
before a special court composed of a brother and a son of the king, 
were found guilty, unfrocked and imprisoned. The king was alarmed 
as to conditions in the Buddhist community amd called upon the new 
Sadgharaja ty write, incollaboration with the abbot of WatSa:ket, 
At. a work whieh should-recall the monks to the observance of their 
vows, This work was the Ovddayusisant which was ordered ta le 
studied ip all monasteries, Daring his short period of office as 
Satyharaja, the new-abbot revived the yreat festival af Visikha, the 
ativersary at one and the same time of the birth of Buddha, of his 
illumination beneath the Bhodhi tree aud of bis entey inte Nirvana, 
That important ceremony had long ceased to be observed, in fact even 
before the fall of Ayuthia, The new Sadgharija had it ry-established 
in the fist of royal ceremonies and arranged the details of its 
celebration. ft was held for the fiest time in 1827 amd lias continned 
sined that time to be held every year in the middlo of tho sixth 
month ( May >- 

The new potriacch bad already taken an Raportant part m 
the work of the church previous to his nomination, In 1814 he bad 
bean given the task of selecting the members af the religious toissivn 
which the king planinal to send to Ceylon te investigate the state of 
the faith in the Mothor-Isiand, whieh bad but recently passed: inte 
English hands, and to renew the traditional relations whith had been 
interrupted! sinve the fall uf Ayuthia, The mission was composed of 
four monks from Wat Mahadbita and four from Wat Rajaporana 
and it set out from Bangkok at the embof 1514, after reeciving frais 
the king gifts destined for the principal slirines tn Coyvlon and for the 
high dignitaries of the Cinghnlese Church. After lwing shipwreekeil

After spomeinw i yeu i) tle Dele, the aibssdob eet sual Prony 
Aolombo carrying with tt. ameng othur presents: from tlie: religions 
cinonity Of Covlow sis etbiiiges fron the Bodhi brevol: Amuallia— 
jmra, which in known to hw itself an offshoot of the Mahibodhi of 
Ruddhogaya he miss arrived in July, JALR. Three of the six 
enttings of the Bodhi tree were alloted to monasteries within the 
capital Wat Mahailhitioas the pesklenes at the Sangharajn, re 
ecived coe, whieh was seb im tho north-east corner of the MTR,

Tan thitt tenuntattione thie Mourmiatery ol the Great, Relic nul giveth 
eholter ta a young wonk whoowes afterwards to take a notablu part 
in the biktory af the Budithist faith in Sian, before beedming oneal 
Hit groutest kings of Simm iy recent times lo PST, the olihest sun 
Hf the first yueen was fourteen yours of age: By. hin birth he was 
the first io mink of the king's sons and the king had just conferred 
on tiny swith elaborate ceremony the title of Prines Mongkut. 


Vowaris the elowe of the Avuthia perind, Siam had adopted the 
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custom that all younger mvulers of noble families who were in- 
tended for positions of public serviee, and in particular the mombers 
of the royul fatuily, should serve in the priesthood for twee jeriods, 
the first as 4 wovice af the aye of fourteen years, and the second as a 
monk wt the age of twonty-one Ax sou) as ciewanataices allowed, 
this custom was adopted in Bangkok and it has continued ta be 
Gbaerved down to the preset dey, The young prince was seoord- 
ingly wscorted Tn procession on the 24th May, 1817, to the royal 
chapel anid crdained srmrnier (novices) After the ecoromony he 
took up his residence inthe Monastery of the Great Relic. ina private 
pavilion set in the xpet where the Bodhi trey brought from Ceylon 
Was soun afterwards to be planted. ‘The prince remained for seven 
monte i ihe monastery, learning the elements of the Pali language 
amt making himself acyuainted with religions practices During 
this porind he followed the tsual custo by preaching before the king 
anh membens of the royal family mchapter af the Mahijati, or xtary 
of Vessntara, thy last tiearmition of the future Badia, 

Ho Pith September, 1810, the Safyharija, Mi, died ut the age af 
weventy. Mis aalies, together with those of hia predecessor, the Sahgha- 
raja, SOkb, were afterwards deposited in the two praag within the 
Cloister, whieh stuml on cither site of the Mandapa aml were ap- 
perently erected at this time. The king appointed as head of 
the Mimastery of the Creat Relic the abbot of Wat Sa:két, 
Somat Hhrs:Vanarstam, At (he who had collabortoed with the 
late Saighardja in the eompilation of the Ovdadantnsitsan® ): he was 
at this time 62 yours of age ‘The transfer was but a preliminary bo 
his nowinetion te the supreni ignite. While awaiting consecration, 
the new abbot took up residence in the monastery in Fubrnary, 1820, 
Hik comieerntion was delayed by an epidetic of cholera whieh hroke 
Oh throe months later. and was one of the warst epidemios reeordail 
in the-annale of Sinn. Corpaes whirl there was ny tine te burn 
werg heaped op in the monastery like stacks of timber or 
view lft to Hoge abeutin te river and the canals The people 
fed in a panic from the capital: the monks deserted the monus- 
teries al the whole machinery of gevernment vas at a stand- 
stil The king even released the royal guard from their datics 
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at the palace There were vreat ceremonies of propitiation > the 
Emernid Buddha and the precious relies kept in tho monasteries were 
taken «ut in prowexsion through the streets and on the canals of the 
city, attended by high dignitaries of the Church who scattered con- 
secrated sandiend water, The kingand the members uf the royal family 
naintamed a rigorous fast. The slaughter of animals was ennu- 
pletely forbidden and the king caused all supplies of fish, bipeds and 
qunadrupeds offered fur sale to be bought ap in order that they wmighit 
be liberated. All criminals, except the Burmese prisoners of war, 
wer released from prison. ‘The seourge abated at last after taking 
80,000 vietins within a few month The conseeration of the new 
Sangharija was about to take place whon, in October, he was 
charge! with having shown a doubtful affeetion far one of his young 
disciples, There were good grounds for the charge, but not sufficient 
to entail his expulsion from the Buddhist community, ‘The Sangharaja 
to be was relegated ta the bottom of the hierarchy and made an exile 
from all the royal monasteries He ended his days in obscurity in 
ane Of the miner monasteries of the capital, 


The king now chose to fill the vacant office of Satgharija an 
old man of 85 years, the abbot of Wat Kajasiddha, Sakh (Suki), 
who bare the tithe af Somdét Phra Rauaswmvarn aod was fanous 
for his piety. He was born at Ayuthia on the Mth January, 1734. 
Before the fall of the old eapital, his ascetic habits had already 
earned for him « great reputation of holiness: He lived in a 
Hotwatery far removed from the city and had reached such a stage 
of alisteaction fron, worldly things that the wild animals of the 
jungle trusted hin, and even the jangle-fowl, which are econsilered 
te be the most timid of wild creatures in Siam, would allow hin to 
approdch then, just as though they were ordinary farmyard birds. 
For thik reason, he was koown thronghout the country.as © the abbot 
of the jungl-fowl,” After the founilation of Rauykok. the king had 
called upon hime te become bead of Wat Rajasiddha, on the right 
hook of tive river, and conferred on hin the tithe of Plea: N inacun- 
varatbera, leader of the group of the arenfacast, © forest monks ” 
who Tived in seeliion aid preferred the life of an aseeti« to the

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study of the sacred writings. Under this tithe, lie was thi preeepbor, 
either as dpe phcye ors Annuwndededrye, of proctically all the 
nintnbers of the royal family at the time of their entry mto the 
priesthood, wl in particular af the three next kings of Stam, He 
was raixed te the rank of Somdat in the second rein amd at the officil 
Tinetions he caine by virbae of hie age and of hia seniority: before 
the Sangharija himself, After the death of the two patrinrelis 
Sikh and Mi and the degradation of Somdit Phra:Vanaratana At, 
Shimedat Phen: Niinasamvara was the only ominent dignitary af the 
Singha remaining, The king, who wishel to bestaw ampon hin 
some token of his respect. urged him to weeept the supreme office 
i spite of his age and the fact that the head of the Chareh should 
not he chosen from among those monks who were specially devoted 
to meditation, The tioly man was borne to the Monastery of the 
(ireat Relic with due ceremony on the 4th November, 1520, and a 
inonth later he was condeorted Sanghwrija, The king had tuilt, 
for hain two pavilions which are still standing, between whieh wos o 
smaller building: containing «a run for penyers: tlite Vas ivy 
cin ppaared | 

The eareir of the new Sanghariija was very short, for We died 
on the 4th September, 1822, at the aye of ninety. Hik bly was: 
placed ina great gilded arn, at hononr reserved For the ling aid 
princes Of high rank,and wan ereniatad diving the followimy May. 
wt the site for royal ereniation= Dy 1844, King Phira-Nang Klas 
had costa statue af the famous patriorel who hid heen lita predepeor. 
This statue was at fire setup in Wat Phere: Keo, bot in 1832 it wis 
taker te the Vihira of the Monastery of the Great Relic, where it 
still remaios, forgotten amidst the heok-cuses stored in that “annex ” 
of the National Library. The stati stands on io gihded woollen 
peflestal carved with the flrires of jungl)fow), an allusion to the 
name which the reelmse af Aynthia notainwd to the ding uf his 
(eth, There is anvther statue of this same patriarch ot Wat 
Rajesiddhia, wher itis believed that Lik ashes ane deposited » even wt 
the present day, the king does not fail to pay lis. devotions to this 
‘shotire, when he goes thery to present to the monks the annual gifts 
«ff ehothinig, 
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The text Saiyhard je was the abbot of Wat Sa:kEt Din, who 
had reevived the title of Séméét Phra; Vararatain some years 
previously. Tlix conaseration took place in February, 1823, after 
which by took up residence in the Monastery of the Great Relic 
He was ot that time sixtyame years old and was destined to be head 
of the Buddhist conmnity for trenty years. 


lt 1824, Prinve Monykut, who was considered by every one as 
the wir apparent, reached the ageat whieh he was to serve his second 
term in the yellow pole Sine his departure from the Monastery of 
the Cireat Relic, he had coumenced apprenticeship in the political life 
while still continuing his studies, He had boon entrusted with several 
minor missions amt had been appointed chief officer of the pages, 
His father, the reigning king, a fatweus poet, was more oecupied: in 
amusing his people than in trying to govern them: from the very 
beginning of his reign, he had been acenstemed to entrust the 
government to members of his family. In these chreaustences, 
it was inevitahle that there should be a more or less open rivalry 
among the roval princes 'Y At first, the most influential of them 
was Prinee Vidaken, yonnyer brother of the first queen, who was 
officially in charge of the Ministry of the Household and the 
Ministry of Interior; in the early years of the reign, he conducted in 
fact the whole bustows of government. His ovephow, the young 
Prince Moagkut, was under his recognized protection, and while the 
old primes wax alive, no ane thought of doubting that Prince Mongkut 
would he the next to vecupy the throne, But the influence of Prince 
Vidaksa was counterbalanced by that of the king's eldest soo, Prince 
Cesti (the «Prince Keon Kiat’ of English contemporary writers ) 
whe wax the offspring of an ordinary concubine, THe liad bets 
cntrostat with the Treasury, a department of importance by itself, 
whose jurisdiction moarmoaver extended over Foreign Affairs This

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dlever primes was able, thanks to the king's complete lack of Interest 
in political matters; gradually to inwrense fia power and gather around 
himself as influential party. [t wae onfortannte for Prmee Mongkut 
timt his guardian, Princes Vidas, died in 1822, when the prince was 
as yeh tes young to lave personal infinence sufficient te lead a party of 
hisown. ‘lhe authority of Prince Cesta, then thirty-four years of age 
and with ten years experience of government affairs helind hin, 
Hecane the wdeciding fretor in the affairs of the kingdom Never- 
theless it inight Ibe thet) this inthumbe was oily temporary, and 
Prince Mongkut had reason to hope that in tine Tis leecsitiinaatie tithe 
would attract followers, Whatever were the prines’s thomghta, ib is 
clear that in re-entermg the priesthood be was tut following the 
tisual tradition, (He had married a fow years before, amd in May of 
tht year, 1824, he had just had» secoml son He intended te 
leaves hie young howeboll and bis puliie life for w few monthy only, 
Who cavikd have predicted that bisservice ns a nem was to last for 
tyeontiyserwn years / 

‘Phe prince’s ordination was appomted for the Tth July. A 
fow days before that date, two af the three white elephants which 
had bees captured daring the reign, died at the samy Cine. This 
double calamity was ane of the worst of Given aml the king wits 
peafoumlly alarmed. The ordination of the prime eqald | aot be 
pastponod Inthe festivities, wihiclh lial Tere arranged, wer nbiune 
done and the enstiimary eeremeny ovas- much simplitied. Imtme- 
dintely after his fndwetion inte (ie priestleml at tie rovl eluipal, 
the prince went to resin for.eome days iy the Monastery af thas 
Great Rolie with the Saagharija whe hod beew his preeuptor. He 
want hext to Wat Samoéral (now called Wat Majidbivien }, situated 
at sin dittanes from the eciby, whose dinates belonged to the 
amet of wraiiavdat. Tn choosing thin retreat, the jiinee was 
bonforming teu trdition dating back to the time uf Avuthia, Tt 
aoumed ot Ntthe wee fora pring: toatudy the sacred writings, whens 
lie wae tobe in the priestheall hat a short time. It wae nm better 
plan to have him trained in spiritual exercises which eonbd be taneht 
raphily aud were, mocwover, atippumal to endow the disciple with 
valuable gifts aud te make iim sneceseful in his nnidertakings, 
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particularly in war, ‘Ths it had lapped that sinew the time of 
Aynthia, the kings had preferred to send the heirs-presumptive to a. 
metastery where * ineditation was given # place ‘of 4pécial promi- 
hence. ‘The firét king of Bangkok had himself spent a short time in 
Wat Simérai and it wasthere that he sent his son, later to be Ring 
Phra:Phoattha: Let LA Tt was riatural that Prinee Mongkut shonld 
go there in his turn, 

Ten dive after the arrival of the printer at the monastery. on 
the 2tat of Jniy, bie father the king died, tollowing a stidden ihness 
He tad aot Hyver time to make Known iis final wishes as to the 
sneeession te te throne. Prince Vesti, with the assistance of one of 
his meles, Prince Cakti, the Minister of War, hind biusel? rmoade 
king withoutany opposition, If was even said’ that Prince Meany kurt 
was consilted, and that be consentell to relinquish the erown im favour 
af his brother. Hike lack of experience and the weakness nf the 
reectnes in witch bis few followerseonld draw, would monny case 
linve made any tesistanes on his part but a foolhanly action, He 
was Wirt endlich 0 aeowpt the position as it was, anil he been died 
in the -pritsthood aftor he tad served the usual period, having 
eteroviesd te live seelieled Firbu) hit qelitien! Life, tn whieh lie 
might be led to play seme hagandows part Hie elaracter an a 
Wikia, while it finplied that he puve op all sworkdly ninbition, 
plneed bite also above all temporal power, and he could claim after 
all gehile still seelading hiinsell woltintarily Tram the world, that no 
ene hav overpowered Thm 

The prince did in fact take his neve Form of life yeey seriously, 
for he was no commonplace individual and a state of idl melancholy 
woul) not satiefy him As chance: had get him iia community of 
monks vowed to a life af contemplation, he turned resolutely to the 
study of that imypdrtant aru Hrivlily watewnwed part cf jacnyaeties 
diseiplinen,  Bewides Wat Simeérai, Wat Rijosildha way also ao 
centre or the practice of wdeetiqn "This primes dividial his tine ae 
twoed these two inonasterices and way instencted in their aystem, He 
Sith wend conversant with the various exercises whose pure 
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is te assiat in the concentration of thought, the derstand ing af 
the innor significance of things and the duep knowledge of the path 
to ralvation, Fut this training did not satisfy his mind, He wished 
to know the reatons which onderlajd these Practices and liew they 
wore rolatinl tothe teaching of the Buddha, ‘To these (testionings, lik 
instructors would give him no answer) they knew nothing af writtets 
tests and could quote as their authorities only their own masters 
A year of this unsatisfying kind of teaching Joft thy pieines tnt little 
nore enlightened as ty his faith than he had been before jis: oredins. 
tion, He-decided to tum to the etody OF the awered writings anil 
LO nake an entirely fresh sturt on his religions instruction tly left 
Wat Simérai and retorned to his rosilenes in tie Monastery of the 
Creat ‘Relie He had wot been there for long, when hie had be 
undergo touel: more disyuieting spiritual experiences, 

There were among the inmates of the Monastery of the Great 
Kelic some notable Pali seholars For three years, Prinee Mongkut 
dlevotiwl himself exelisively te the study of the sucpod langune, and 
he acquired a profound knowlwige of the Scriptures The king, whe 
wae delighted to have an opportanity of showing favour to the 
prines. scmmoned in the royal palaces an exteaordiqury session of the 
high dignitaries who composed the oxamining body for the doctorate 
of theology and caused tho piriney ti mmdvre the unl samnination 
it the royal presenees It vas soon evident that the candidate was 
posed of a Icnow ledge mneh greater than that required for the 
first saudination "Tho king medored that qaestions appertaining te 
anor abvuniced abies of the wxniiination elyaing hil Lye put bo bina ‘ thi 
thine the prince replied with ease ‘This gave rise to Jealousy Toelingas 
among the king's eatonrge, anid Mhea-Devanuli; Xiu, a member ef 
the examining body, was asked toe omke a pritest agaist such a 
relaxation of tie nsnal rules Prine Mongkut oitepokuily declaned 
that only at the express wishoof tHe king, had he submitted hitnsetf 
to oxaiiiinwtine and be was wot in adored) of emply elory, He dima. 
él! that the matter «lon go ono forther, and ooly the first Chegrrvies 

‘of the doctorate waa eunferred wpoy bin, Ho wae the first member 
nf the royal family te hem doctor, Shortly afterwards. at the cone. 
wren Of @ surtoon whieh he Moliversd al the pulwoo, the bing bestowed 
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on hima streaked fan, whieh was. tho insignia carried by high 
officials of the Sabgha From now onwards he acted asa member 
of the examining body. 

Such « sudden elevation did not fail te arouse the jealousy of 
his colleagues. and in particular that of Phre:Devamoli, Nim, al- 
though the latter had just roveived the tith of Phra: Buddhaghos#- 
efirya. One day when they were aboot to examine a candidate, o 
flisagreeinent arom as to the translation of the Pall word jaune, 
The prince strongly maintained his own upinion, with some justifiea- 
tion, wherenpon his colleague broke ont. exclaiming: © Were it not 
for the gratitude I owe to His Majesty, | should get foot sore in 
coming to such meetings". In eonsequenee of this incident, the bot 
tempered abbot was reprimanded by the kingand forbidden to appear 
at official finetions The direction of the urganisation of examinations 
was given to Prince Mongkut. and was retained by bim until the 
death af the king.  Untler his guidauce, religious teaching underwent 
# revival and attained to a standard much bigter than that in any 
previnns relyte 

Ih wis nat to be long before tits kuowledge of the Seriptures 
woulil aroties in the prince sernples of conscience, While still young, 
hie liad bien a witness of the seanfakewhiel cause tho disenedit af the 
higher ranks of the priesthood, Four vere pont anvong the monks 
hid urifortunately only widuned his earlive experience. But inaddition 
te Tintmorality dite to individual weaknesses, in what a number of ways 
were the ordinary rules of the monastic life daily disregarded, while 
either theough inditferenes ur ignorance nome took upon themselves to 
passcommure. Little attention war pail to thy few rites preseriied by 
the Buddim te the assembly of his disciples ‘The meetings in the eom- 
himiities were no mom held periodieally but depended on the will of 
the abbots “The rules laid down in the fortaulary were a dead 
letter. Prince Monykut, after a study of the tests, began ta doubt 
even the correctness of thy ordination ceremony a& performed in 
Siam. ‘Thus the Siamenw elinveh liad failed to preserve the sacred 
tradition whieh alone made it worthy of the same veneration as the 
Buddha and the Law, The faith bad no lonyer « single representative 
ner anyone with authority to expound it: its foundations were 
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widermined! and the very roots of the tree to which the faithful 
came for refuge were cotting away .--. Under these conditions it 
was an open deceit to wear the yellow robe: it would be better to 
discard the robe and to consider the teaching of the Buddha as a 
more doctrine in philosophy. 

One afternoon, when the prince had retired te the Bot to 
rest, he suddenly determined to seek assistance from the deities 
whieh protect the faith of the Buddha inv the eight regions of the 
universe. When he had lighted candles and strewn flowers before 
the yreat giklw) states of the Buddha, he pronounced this vow > 
" When I dedicated say life to the serviee of the Lond, 1 took the 
yellow pobe by reason of my convictions and my faith, with ne 
thought of reward. honour, or praise, Lf anywhere in this world. 
there still remain any spiritual descendants of the ten-powered 
Sugata, may it be viven to me to mert them within three or seven 
lays from now, or at least to know of their existence. Shonld thia 
not be yranted to me, T shall have to infer that the spiritual family 
UF the Lord has teeome extinet, and T shall leave the yellaw oobe in 
order to follow asa laymay the five or the eight commandments aa 
may seems fit,” 

Thres or fours days after he had made this vow, the prince 
cue to know that at the head af Wat Pavansmanyala there was a 
digmitary of Mon origin, named Phra:Sumedhieirya. who had been 
ondaiwd wt Pega and was held te be eery well versed: fi question 
of doctrine and of discipline. The prince hastened to pay hit a 
visit. “The conversstions whiel) followed inspiredl in him a great 
wiiniration for the Mon community. which seamed to observe the 
onmmitihinents of the Buddlia tauch mare strictly than the Siamese 
communities: He realised thar it waa possible to be ordained ina 
way above all criticin aml to live in eunformity with the rules of 
the Vinaya, Having this regained contidenco, he gave up the ides of 

leaving Ue pricatinedal Wit lie retuived withont delay te folluve thes 
rules of the Mon community, as-they had been expounded to hin by 
the abbot of Wat Pavaramangala, remaining free, however, to modify 
thom if he should see tit todo so. It is probable that he had hin 
Hf reordained in-eonformity with the ritual of the Mona But 
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as it would not bay been confortable for hiny to live after his 
own roles in the midat of a community whieh was both nmmerus 
and conspicuods, he decided to return to Wat Samérai, There 
he could load his own life without scandal, thanks to the dis- 
tance of the Wat from the city and the considerable freedom allowed 
to the Hunites: During this second residense at Wat Samérai, Prince 
Mongkut worked ont the details of the reform whieh was to 
result iu the formation in the Siamese Church of a new sect, 
the Dhamumsyuttilus, or sect of those why adhere to the Law. The 
wet wan to have un important influence on the religious life of the 
country. ‘Tho privee loft Wat Mahaidhatu in 1829, bat he retained 
his residence thie and patd brief visite to it until his appointment 
to he head of Wat Pavaranivegn, seven years later. His activities 
were fram nov on centred elsewhere an were no longer connected 
with the history of the Monastery of the Great Relic. 


The Sangharaja, DG, did op 28rd September, 1542, at the 
age of eighty-one years, In May of the following year, the king 
named as his suctessor the wbbat of Wat Rajapurand, Nakh Naga ), 
age seventy-cight years, who was Somdét Phra: Vanaratann, 
Unlike his predecessor, the pateiarch Wid met take up bis abode at 
Wat Mahidhgen.

monks hl repeatedly pointed cut to thy king the disgreeablo etfoet 
Of this dilapidated monastery, situated close tu the royal paliew, and 
had urged him te make it m worthy comterpart to Wat Phd 
which had been eotirely rebuilt avd vmbelliabed Ie had always 
refoeed te iueur the terrible noaledictions of the fomuer second 
king «The ebandviied mounsstury thieatened to become a ruin. 
The nvufe of the religions edifiers collapsed, while the tutti were bare- 
ly habitable = ="‘The boilding= were in such « ruinous tale that the 
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king had discontinued the annual hathina gifts: The new’ patriarch 
innisted onee again that the ionastery which wae his official rosi- 
denee. should he westored to: its Hriginal condition, The Kine was 
then nearly sixty years old, anage which ix comsidered pretty ripe 
among the Siamese and he replied that now that lis life hed almost 
renched ite end, the power OF the curse which he would incor, seemed 
less fearful to himoand the work of restoration shoul shortly be put 
iit hand. The Satigharija, Nakh, romained for the present ws abbot 
of Wat Rijaporana, while thy duties of abbot of Wat Mahadhatu 
wire performel by PhrasNigatmiloka, Phak, who liad been the 
asdistant Of the previous Sahyharija, The work of restoring the 
Menastery af the Gruat Relic Was started as pean hut before tt 
was compluted, the Sangharija, Nakl, diel in 1849 [is sueensin, 
Prince Paratmanujiin, whe was nominated two years: later, was: 
abbot of Wat Pho and fie formmind as lead of that fmportant

Physically the Mussi are a well built people with remarkably 
straight-set eyes. ‘Their northern brethren, the Mose, are agi to be 
tall and powerfally developed, tien as well as women, thereby 
resembling their giant cousina, living in the tocky fastnesses af 
Szechwan, who must belong to one of the tallest races on the 
earth ‘The Muss of Siam are, however, pot of any extraordinary 
height, being generally described as people af middle height. Perbaps 
they too have suffured under that law of nature whieh deerees that, 
when tall races migrate from a northern country with a temperate 
climate to a southern tropical one, they bocome smaller the farther 
south they wander, 

The Muss} are known for the strong band of solidarity which 
knits together their clans and tribes ; during the eighties and nine- 
ties of last century the Siamese Mussd living on the hills to the 
north west of Mu'ang Fang were governed by a certain Phraya Kili, 
who wielded great power, Without going into details it msy here 
be added that the Muss’ are rai" cultivators, where they annually 
destroy considerable tracts of forest, and that opium smoking is rather 
common among them, However, according to people, who know them

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NOTES ON A JOURNEY FROM LOPBURI TO PHRABAD 
Fy 8. Prixce Drast, 


Of lute there have sprung up various land routes to Phrabad , 
which was formerly reached by travelling up to Tarua by tmin or, 
for those with leisure, by river; and thence by tramway belonging 
to a private company, The antomobile, however, has altogether 
revolutionised the system of inland travelling in Siam, You ¢an 
now reach Phrabad from no Jess than three railway stations by 
manana of motor-cara, The shortest route is from Nong Thin) station 
on the Northern Railway, where the Administration Office of Phra. 
had district is situated. This way passes through rice fields and 
bamben groves and takes some lialf an tour to complete, Another 
way is from Ban Moh station on ‘the same line, which takes you 
through similar countey for some 40 minutes The most Interesting 
way, however, is from Lopburi, which is the subject of the present 
note, 


[ happeneil in the second week of February to have official 
duties in Lapburk This gaye me wn opportunity of availing myself 
of a tyip over this route. Starting in the morning before the heat 
set in, we motored from the town across the railway eastwards, 
passing the altar of Phra Kal famous for its monkeys. A few 
ininutes later we passed by a lane on the right leading to the rained 
Jesuit chureb of San Paolo; where the remains of the old Jesuit 
observatory still exist. Further along the main road lay the east 
wate, still in comparatively good preservation, ilirpetly beyond whieh 
was the Elephant Kraaj, the ‘piniate of the French ehroni¢lers in 
the time of King Narai, The road now curved slightly to the 
left and resumed again an easterly direction We passed over the 
mowt, po longer a teal one, and penetrated a considerable stretch 
af garilen land where eustard apples of good quality were 
gmwing, Same thirty minutes from the starting-place brought wu 
te the edge of the famous reservoir culled ‘the lake of tho arrow’s 
mimigetratinn’ (Tald Chubsent Now Lopburi corresponds to Lava- 
pura, the city of Tava, the son of Rama wecording to the Sinthese 
version of the Rainayann. ‘The country arcund abomds in mames 
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that are found in the final episales of the Siamese Ramayans or the 
* Ramakirti” as it is ealled The arrow, of course, is that off Rin. 
In-the freah breeze of the morning the ‘lnke” was invivorating 
althongh it has long since became a yast expanse af paddy fielda 
To the west and south, anil presumably orth, an earthen embank- 
ment of about te metres’ width has been made. From the western 
embankment a headland juts out into the ‘lake’, on whieh King 
Narai built his. small but. substantial residence called + Phra-ti-nang 
Yen” (orthe Villa of Broozes) Jet us in the Ranwkirel Vishinn 
(or Narayan as he is better known io Siam) retired whenever he 
was free from dnties to his ocenn abode over the sexs, ao Narai (the 
phonetic transcription of Nardyans) would retire to his Villa of 
Breezes for the revuperation of his mind and body in the intervals 
of the strennotts works that have been and still-are the fot of a King 
of Sium. To the east of this vast expanse of fella several rows of 
Picturesqu: hills reeode into the. distance. ‘The way we took was 
along the southern ankankment, As we motored along in the cool 
breest Of the morning, it was tempting to imagine the whole expanse 
of paddy fields bo the left and right of 4 as being full of water with 
# mountain wall to the east and the royal Villa of Breezes crowning 
tie luke, facing the reeeding jnountain barriers Ao approximate 
five kilometres journey along the embankment brought us to the wie 
of the plain and we entered a hilly country through a gap in the 
mountain wall, Behind thin is still to he found paddy land, and 
further to the north east lies higher up the presumed reservoir, the 
eatchment area, it is supposed, of the whole water-works mystens 
which gave the Lopburi of King Narai ite life: The negleet: of the 
past three centuries has turned the reservoir into paddy fields. 
Although sluice gates and baked earthenware pipes seattered about 
from the town righb up as far asthe hills remain to testify to its 
former existenci)’ anil ty the big area it covered, the watueworks 
tiemselves are things of the past. Land ownership will probably 
forbid its resuscitation, which, wero it possible, would doubtless res- 
tore much of Lopburi’s life and wealth, 


In the hills around us are many remains of Buddhist devotion. 
Very valuable works of art have been found in the HuMerous caves, 
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fil & fine state of (he Buddha bas recently been discovered and 
found its way to the National Musa at Bangkok, About 4 kilo- 
metres from tle entrance to the hilly country we came to a village 
callod Tha Tako inhabited by descendants perhaps of Lao captives 
from Wieny Chan. ‘They are easily recognisable by their women's 
(ress, the peculiar type of theie skirts and their owe manufactures, 
for whieh every liouse possesses a loom underneath, which thie 
danghter of the hous manipulates in her spare thu. Beyond the 
village lies & stretch of open country in the centre of which isa 
curiowsly ehuped hill of wall propurtions, standing upright by itself, 
with a Vihara on top of it, accessible by a bamboo ladder, It is called 
Kino Kaew (the gen mowil Near by ean be sou the remains of a 
stone wall, possibly connected: with the water-works of King Nari, 
Also nearby is situited the ” Cave of Heaven "a former storage of 
stuni: images of the Buddha as well ax of some Hindn deities Very 
little, however, remains Tho prevailing type is, aa in Lobpuri, that 
of the Buddha seated on the Naga King, the todelling of ‘the latter 
ling, as uatal with Khmer art, very life-like, while the Buddha has 
Khmer features, From Tha Tako wo plinged inte bamboo thickets, 
and later on forests, the eval shade of which affurded timely shelter 
in the growing heat of the day. The road passed through forests, 
sow overhauging with dense creepers, now decorated by beeutiful 
giens, now relivved by occasional éharings Swarne of purple and 
yellow butterflies fitted aliont among the groves, but very little bird 
life-was noticenble, In one place there could be peen o paddy tick 
gtinrded by «a wateh-post high up tn the troes as a protection from 
wild elephants After some twenty kilometres of cou! glades anil oeea- 
sional clearings we werived at tho famous shrine of the Buddhas foot- 
print, the object of much venermbion hiring the past three and a linll 
venturies, affording then, as now, a comparatively easy opportunity 
of touring the jungley and hills to the inhabitants of the metropolis 
in the plain. Phratwi seems to have gained its name and popularity 
through this last asset almost more than any other agency, 
lt is not the aim of this little article to Weseribe Phrabad, 


already pictured to us by more authoritative pens. The overland 
journey jist deseribed, hewever, has not been netiesd before and is

There 
would then be time enough also to explore Plieabad ot loisurme ‘The 
return journey wotlld be nue at abit 2 pty, be ented) Uiv afternoon 
train at Nong Dow (the tirst of the tliro-alternativy routes mentioned 
abwe) Bangkok woukl be rasehed at S40 pan, An orgunisel 
trip on a big sale such as those of the Siam Society could perhaps 
he deme in oo day ly Jeaving on o special brnin early in the 
morning, timed foreach Lopburt by Wa nm. The above journey 
wall be made at core, aw) Mirnvbad reached by nec ur sey dp. i 
to allow time for halte. Loaneheon would he taken at Phrabad. After 
visiting the shrine aud the environ between 2 anid 4 p.m., the return 
journey to Nong Don would be made, ‘The special train would 
come hack from Lopburi to await the party at the latter station.

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STONE OBJECTS FROM SURAT, PENINSULAR SIAM- 
By Ivor WT. 8. EVANS, M.A. 
Bilnographer, F. M.S. Musaenine, 
(Pusxres 1 ax I). 


By tle eourtesy of the Siam Society and of the Acting 
President, Major Erik Seideufaden, [have been given an opportunity 
of ¢xambiing and desorihing certam neolithic-cultare objects found 
in a tin Jnine at Ban Na, Sarat Province, Peninsular Sian The 
spiciniend consist of five stone velts and two large, shaped pieces of 
stone, whicl: Twill discuss later, 


Judging by the fact that in all cdsus the celts are irregular 
about a horizontal aod central plane, it'is: fairly obvious that thuy 
were bafted as adges und ot asaxes, Shelia statement would be 
true, to, about the majority of auch implonents from British Malaya, 
Even where celta are practically evenly ground on both the larger 
surfaces thoy were, in most cases, used ax adge blades, slightly more 
grimling onone side af the cutting edge betraying this In treating 
of these Siamese implements; thereforo, one may apeak of the 
surfaces, which were obviously upper and lower when the colts were 
hafted, as being respectively dorsal and ventral, 


Probably the most striking of the adze-heads sent is that - 
fignred on Pl, 1, tig. 1. ‘This is of the leaked type that is so dis- 
tinctive of tho Malay Peninsula, I have traced it as far north as 
Chong, in the Trang-Patalung hills, previously and the only example 
of the kind obtained from that neighbourhood is figured om Plate 
XLIU, No. 5, of my Papers on the Ethuwlogy and Archaeology of 
the Mulay Peninsula. The distribution of the type must now, 
therefore, he extended still further. The present specimen (length 
10.9 cma) is of a close-textured yellowish stone. perhaps a rhyelite 
or 4 chert, and is, in places, highly polished, The dorsal surface is 
Hattened, bt slightly rounded, while, on the ventral surface, the beak 
is somewhat hollow-ground towards the point, a feature that ia found 
fairly frequently, too, in examples from British Malaya. The sides 
diverge to sowe degree ventrally, giving the implement # trapezoid 
pectin, while the ventral (dorsal) ridge: of the beak is fairly acute, 
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Of the ether four Tmphinents ane, of w dark grey colour, is of 
the alort-rectangular chisel type, also fonnd in British Malaya. It is 
ilustrated, in the wonteal view, Gy PL TF, fy. 2. Itis possible that 
the species was Hever tinished, as considerably flaking cast be seen 
at the cutting odye dorsally, while there is also flaking ventrally 
at the proximal ew. This, tov, may well beof chert or rhyolite 
The appearance of thio material is Hinty and it takes a high polish.

The other three edlts are roughly of one type. ‘They may he 
deserited ns being adzes of low trapenuid soction, the sides narrowing 
dorsally, approximating te» bowed fav-adee form. Bowing is slight, 
butit is quite apparent inthe largest nil aweoud largest exnriples ; 
searcely, if wtall, nein the smallest ‘Tho wo liarsresst, iaidzces-Lroaeds 
are obviously unfinihed and ate eovered with Hlake-markings. The 
bigger of these two is absolutely without grimling over ite whole 
surface, while the smilie jx ouly slightly ground at the cutting nige 
on ite dupsal aypect. ‘lhe lonytis of the specimens are tespectively 
15.0, 12.6-and 0.85 ema The latyext is of mw greyish xtono, the

The two large objects figured on PM. Tare of the greatest 
interest, They seom to have heen put to two tsex—these being as 
pounders and as yrinding stones on whith stone iplinents were 
ground or sharponeil. Examining that depicted on Pl UL, fig. 1 first, 
as being i some ways the foast doveloped of the two, and thins the 
more likely to furnish fpfurmation, it 4 found that the two ends 
of the stove, which is fairly fine-grained and light grey in colour, 
show inany signa of benizing. Extending round the greater part of 
the middle are parallel grooves or ilutings of different brenithis 
running longitudinally, In the case OF three of these, all adjacent 
ond separated from the rest; they are somewhat angular, while the 
Sther flutings are nicely segmental, There are nine futes in all,

China at that time, ie by the middle and the ond of the VIE 
century A, D. 
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This nee of Negrito slaves in South China may account for 
the oceurrence of types with negroid features recently met with by 
eortain studants of the racial chunetits which constitute tie so-called 
Chinese nation. Ttonwy also be interesting to quote from M. Abadie’s 
book “Lee pices Hawt Tonbia de Phoagthe & Lengeon. published 
in 1924, where, when treating of the Lolo Fouda, the author says
